On each side of this strin were about 20 
samlheaps of about 2 to S cubic meters, one onposite the other. 
These sand heans “ere not seen oreviously. The entirs arca of 
the airfield sloned slightly to the north. A red stiff flag, 
fitted on 2. mast about 1 meter hich, “ns seen for the first 
time just in front of the point “here the narrow road meets 
“ith the rurray. 


The flicht control station, three hangars, and some other 
buildings we -e located on the northern edge of the field. 
The hangar which was farthest cast was the larrest. A wind 
sock and some other unidentified devices ~ere seen on top of 
the flight control station. It was impossible to approach’ 
the buildings because the entire ~oods north of the field “ere 
fenced in. ‘Therefore, only two taxivay sections could be de- 
termined.

4, ight jet fishters with svept “ines “ere parked in the north- 
eastern corner of the field. ** The disposition ~as unusual 
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as compared with previous observations. "“o fliehts were 
made. ome offiecrs “ith their dependents and an estimated 
250 air force soldiers were quartered in the barracks instal- 
lations at the field. ‘Three sentries and only six soldiers, 
the latter near the bunker or aircraft, “ere seen on the en- 
tire field. 


Comment. Zor sketch of airfield, see Annex, The sketch, 
which seems credible, indicates that the runvay is 1,900 meters 
lone. The former runvay vas extended to the east and west, 
This accounts for the different color of the concrete surface. 
MEME oment. ‘ost of the aircraft stat‘ oned at the Brandis 
airfield were probably parked in the three hangars on the day 
of observation. One fighter reginent eruinved “ith about 30 
MiGel5s is believed to be stationed in Prandis.
